giving, among other things, an m ecouni 
of a battle f ought by his command on 
that dav with a force of seven hundred 
compose ! of Mexican?, Lipansand S.-m- 
inole*. The battle, it ofepftMO, lasted 
about three hours. when the enemy re- 
treated to San Fernando, about tu<*lvt 
miles distant. Four of Captain Colla- 
han"s command were kiiled ;md four 
wounded. About eigMij) five oi tin- 
enemy were supposed to be killed oad 
one hundred wounded. 

Captain Callahan, as we gmthet from 
his address, was appointed eotninoaoV ' 
of an expedition to destroy the eocamp- 
ment of the L'pan Indian*, 0 I ' xt< r- 
minate the 07OJYMT0 of dot tf.be. In 
says: 

At noon we encamp' >4 on a sma|i 
stream ten mmO* west ot th< Rio Grande 
where we refreshed uojforttw* im ! bor-- 
ee. Fp to this t ; me the tfi van au- 
thorities and tWnM ha.! shown us 
much kindne««, nnd exinc 4 their good 
Wishes an to the succtss of the expuii 
tion, and many even volunteered to en- 
list under me, hut none were received 

After nooning it an hour or two, we 
marched on tewnrd San Fernando, be- 
yond which were the Indian (amps. — 
Having proceeded some ten miles alon^r 
tbe highway to the city, over airtdely- 
extended prairie, about three in the af- 
ternoon, while marching leisurely along 
we descried three horsemen approach 
ing un from a mot of timber about a 
mile 10 The northward. At first these 
men were not noticed, we supposing 
them to be Mexican herdsmen — but on 
their approaching within two hundred 
yards of us. we discovered them to be 
Indian chieftains, ready dressed and 
painted for battle; and they were evi- 
dently trying to decoy us from our posi- 

Forming mv men in a line along the 
road. 1 waited the enemy to begin the 
battle, for by this time large numbers oi 
them had emerged from the timber, 
seemingly with the intention of attack- 
ing us; they soon spread out in front of 
us, and to our right and left, to the 
amount of several hundred horsemen, 
and commenced to lire on us. About 
thi* time one of my men fired on a chief, 
about two hundred yards distant, and 
broke a leg of his horse. Perceiving 
that the enemy, composed of both Indi- 
an* and Mexicans, were trying to out- 
flank us, 1 ordered my men to charge, 
which was executed in fine style and 
thirty of the enemy were slain. 

While making our charge, the left 
Hank of tbe enemy, which extended for 
nearly half a mile, came in our rear, 
and opened on us a very severe fire, 
during which four of our gallant men 
were killed. The lront and right flank, 
on which we charged, after a galling 
fire, fled before us. leaving us in »om» 
ession of the position winch it was our 
object and determination to gain. — 
Tben we discovered that our enemy 
numbered some six or seven hundred, 
as all their footmen wer< concealed in 
tbe timber, and had not advanced in 
view of the prairie. 

My men formed in a strong position 
beneath the bank of a small creek, on 
which the enemy had been encamped, 
and their whole force coming "p against

The Ague PflOfWir — Never, perhaps 
since the first settlement of the Wes 
tern country, has the Ague and Chills 
and Fever^revailed to such an extent 
as at the ^W'ent tune throughout tin- 
South West. The immense amount of 
xvater that has fallen, has made this a 
continent of mud for months past, and 
the tropical luxuriance of vegitai ion, ac- 
count for the unhealthinc^s of the coun- 
try this season. People have indulged 
inor< freely in vegetable diet, which has 
to some extent a debilitating effect upon 
the animal economy. 

The Ohio State Journal says of the 
prevailing epidemic in Ohio: 

"Scarcely a family in the county but 
has some of its members down with the 
chills and lever, and in many instances 
there is not sufficient help to take care 
of the sick The demand for quinine is 
unprecedented. There are seven druj; 
!>tores in 'his citv. and one ot them 
alone, during loot week "old one hun- 
dred and fifty ounces, and yet was una- 
ble to supply the demand."

The police of Rochester, N. Y., have 
lately made arrests of certain railroad 
officials, which seems to illustrate the 
whereabouts of certain goods missed in 
course of transportation. We copy 
from an exchange. 

For some months past valuable arti- 
cles of merchandise have been missed 
from packages carried ns freight over 
the Central Railroad. The goods vxen 
evidently abstracted while they were in 
transit, by person-- having an access to 
them by virtue of their position. These 
missing articles the company have been 
obliged to pay for w he not forthcoming 
aad exertions have been made to dis- 
cover the perpetrators of the robbery. — 
In tins the officer! have at length been 
*OCee*i#ful. Suspicions have recent!; 
pointed towards thp conductors Hnd 
brakeoaao ea the freight train*; men 
who have been for some time employed 
t»y the company, und who were consid- 
ered hoaeot and faithful. 

Qa Saturday a visit was made to the 
residences of two conductors residing in 
this city, Win. Hopper and George li. 
Lyon, and the boarding house of Sami. 
Hoatiagton, bre i km ■ n . 

At. these place* a large quantity and 
great variety of goods w ere found stor- 
ed. There were choice pieces of silks, 
velvets, cashmere shawls, furs, laces, 
gloves cotton buttons, combs, clothing, 
capes, rubber shoes and whatever arti- 
cles would serve to fit out a dry goods 
store in a country place. Martin Hel- 
ton, a breakman, lived at the Lyon 
House, and some of the articles xxere 
found in his bed and trunks belonging 
to him. W. A. Tracy and W. H. Tur- 
ner, living at Angura Falls were also in- 
cluded in the suspicions and their board- 
ing houses were searched, where trunks 
were found containing articles not usu 
ally belonging to the wardrobe of single 
gentlemen. The stolen goods were re- 
turned to the police office. They have 
probably been paid for by the company, 
w hen merchants have demanded remu- 
neration for arricles on their invoices 
which did not appcr in the cases deliver- 
ed from the railroad. 

'1 his has been followed up for some 
time. p« rfaape for years, as, these con 
doctor* have been on the road since its 
opening. The products of their knave- 
ry mn\ be only partially brou-ht to light. 
Manx things doubtless have been dis- 
posed of bx accomplices or given away 
to secure the friendship of the manner of 
unrighteousness. When the officer* 
xxere at Hopkins' house his wife, present- 
ed a cashmere shaxvl to a neighbor'* 
daughter, telling her to claim it us her 
ow n, if questioned about it. This man- 
ner of disposing of the ill-gotten valua 
bles era* suspected, and inquiries brought 
out the facts as stated.
